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School board 


considers lack 
of space

The East Jordan School Board has begun to look 
seriously at an overpopulation problem that plagues 
all three school buildings in the district. 

The board heard descriptions of conditions at the 
buildings from high school principal Gus Bishop, 
interim middle school principal Shirley Bishop, and 
Superintendent Chip Hansen, standing in for elemen- 
tary principal Charles Hershberger, at the Feb. 21 
meeting. 

Atthe high school, finding enough space for special 
needs students has become a concer. Some are 
housed in a room too small for the class size. Some 
students, along with support staff from Char-Em ISD, 
are sharing aclassroom with journalism and yearbook 
students. 

Bishop is also concerned about future Business 
Services Technologies scheduling. 

“Next year we will have 100 students who know 
how touse the BST lab, but will have no opportunity,” 
said Bishop. All available lab time will be taken by 
incoming freshman. 

Bishop said the high school has a problem with a 
lack of conference space, as well. 

The middle school has its own problems with space, 
especially in sharing cafeteria and media center space. 
Middle school lunch breaks begin at 11:20 and the last 
group finishes at 1:30. 

“Two hours is just too long for lunch,” Shirley 
Bishop said. 

Lack of classroom space for exploratory classes 
such as Spanish, art and music is another problem the 
middle school faces. 

“It limits the teachers in what they can do,” said 
Bishop. This is especially true for music, as all band 
students are transported to the high school daily for 
class. 

-“A lot of learning time is lost in transportation,” 
said Bishop.

A new roster of officers will lead East Jordan’s 
dynamic Chamber of Commerce as work to revitalize 
the downtown area continues. 

“East Jordan has been called a diamond in the 
rough,” said 1994 President Mary Ann Roberts. “Well, 
this is the year to polish it up!” 

Roberts, along with Vice President Sharon Jackson 


and Secretary-Treasurer Steve Olds, is full of enthu- 


siasm at the prospect. 

The officers are focusing on projects in progress, 
such as Operation Facelift, the reinvestment program 
and working with Downtown Development Coordi- 
nator Rod Benson, as well as forging ahead with new 
ideas. 

A recent survey affirmed the Chamber’s view that 
revitalization is an important issue to the people of 
East Jordan. In about 95 percent of business re- 
sponses, downtown revitalization was a top priority, 
according to Mary Faculak, Executive Director of the 
Chamber Board. 

“Residential responses were even more positive,” 
said Faculak. 

The Chamber officers intend to capitalize on that 
attitude. 

“We need a strategic plan for the economic devel- 
opment of the entire EJ area,” Jackson noted. Part of 
that planis to stress advertisement and publicity of the 
area. 

The Chamber is producing a new color brochure to 
be distributed at the state welcome centers. Roberts 
said they are also planning a more in-depth, maga- 
zine-type flyer to make available for local businesses 
and nearby towns and resorts. The group intends to 
produce two issues annually, promoting spring/sum- 
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East Jordan council hears DDA objections

The East Jordan City Council held a special meet- 
ing Feb. 22 to hear property owners who find them- 
selves within Downtown Development Authority 
boundaries against their wishes. “Why me?” was a 
prominent question as six citizens presented their 
reasons for not being a part of the DDA district. 

While some speakers demonstrated a better under- 
standing of the purpose and structure of the DDA than 


Speaking out against 
anti-blight ordinance

Let’s be in the first group and communicate to our 
local officials what we want to happen.

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others, all had a common concem - they don’t want to 
pay more taxes. 

“We don’t need this junk,” said Richard Brown, 
who owns property on N. Lake St. “It’s foolish.” 


Brown feels he will not benefit from being a part of - 


the DDA and said he doesn’t want his taxes raised for 
it. Brown, along with most of the other speakers, is a 
full-time resident within the DDA boundaries. 

He pointed out that close neighbors are not included 
in the district. The same objection was raised by both 
Dennis Gosha and Jeff Gettel. 

“The district is inconsistent about including resi- 
dential,” said Gettel. “We feel it was notset up in a fair 
manner.” Gettel lives on Water St. 

Goshais concerned he will be levied atax onhis lots 
on State St., one of which has a city drainage easement 
that renders the lot worthless for development. He 
asked why some residences were included and others 
not. 

“The boundaries were drawn to include C1 (com- 
mercial) and waterfront property,” said council mem- 
ber Greg Chappuies, a member of the ad hoc commit- 
tee that recommended the DDA district lines. 
Chappuies explained that only a small portion of 
possible residential property was included to avoid 
bringing the number of residences higher than 100. 

Council member Brian Sweet told the audience that 
more than 100 residences would have required the 
council to appoint a residential board to work with the 
DDA board. 

“So in other words,” said Gosha, “‘it’s easier to jump 
around (the district boundary lines) so we can’t get 
organized.” 

Mike Dionne and Marie Yettaw, who both maintain 
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a residence and own rental property on Lake St., 
expressed concem that the DDA would be focused on 
downtown improvement and west side properties 
would not receive benefits for which they are taxed. 

Jan Koster, a Holland resident who owns property 
on Water St. is strongly adverse to the inclusion ofher 
property within the DDA. 

- “Ag residents, we don’t get the benefits that retail 
ormanufacture gets from drawing more people to the 
town - we actually would prefer just the opposite,” 
Koster told the council. “We have no way of recuper- 
ating tax costs, as they do.” Koster and her family are 
summer residents. She explained that as a self-em- 
ployed family with no retirement benefits, they view 
their property investment as a retirement fund. 

The meeting, as explained by Mayor Russ Peck, 
was an opportunity for property owners to express 
their concerns to the full council, but no decisions are 
to be made as yet. The council will offer one more 
opportunity to be heard Tues., May 10. After that 
meeting, each case will be reviewed and a decision 
rendered.

Knight teaches young 
violinists through the 
Suzukimethod. Although 
any explanation would be 
a simplistic representa- 
tion of a philosophy that 
combines many aspects, 
one of the most impor- 
tant ideas it stresses is 
listening techniques. 

Her students listen to 
and play along with taped 
music, as they learn 


proper finger positioning | 


and posture. Knight plays 
herownviolin, along with 
her students, another way 
to reinforce the impor- 
tance of listening. 

This feature, always 
important fora musician, 
is especially so because 
of the nature of the vio- 
lin. With no frets, as ona 
guitar, for guides, the 
string playermustmemo- 
rize the general position 
of the notes on the neck 
of the instrument. From 
there, listening guides the 


player to accurate pitches. 
No violinist can play 
well if not listening well. 
Through Suzuki train- 
ing, young children are

quickly able to gain the 
reward of playing simple 
tunes. Beautiful literature 
is an outstanding feature 
of the method. 

“They like that,” says 
Knight, of her students. 
Children are quickly 
playing Bach and Mozart, 
as well as folk music and 
traditional tunes. 

But for Knight, classi- 
cally trained at Lawrence 
University Conservatory 
of Music in Appleton, 
Wis., fiddling is the “des- 
sert.” 

“T like a lot of different 
kinds of music,” says 
Knight. “That’s how! got 
involved with fiddling.” 

She enjoyed itsomuch, 
she became involved ina 
folk band, “Dr. Good- 
hart’s Home Remedy,’ as 
a fiddler and singer. 

Bringing her students 
into fiddling was natural. 
Fiddling is just plain fun. 

And frequent public 
performance is another 
aspect of the Suzuki train- 
ing, So it doesn’t seem to 
faze the students. East 
Jordan seventh-grader 
Paul Slough does admit 
to getting a bit nervous, 
though. 

“Everybody plays just 
a little faster,” he says.

Paul takes lessons with 
his two younger brothers 
and sister. Sometimes 
their mom Katie also sits 
in. 

In fact, parents serving 
as coaches is another 
unique characteristic of 
Suzuki training. Knight’s 
ability to work with sev- 
eral students at once helps 
make the lesson a family 
affair.

A domino effect of exciting developments recently 
led to even more exciting results for the friends of the 
St. Clair-Six Mile Lake Natural Area. 

After a successful fund-raising campaign in 1993 
that culminated ina gift by Walter and Mary Lawmaster 
of Nappanee, Ind., a 17-acre tract with 1800 feet of 
water frontage was purchased. Named in memory of 
the Lawmasters’ son, Lee Alan Lawmaster, the parcel 
is significant as one of the longest undeveloped: 
stretches of shoreline ‘and wetlands in the Elk River 
Watershed. 

Now the natural area committee, the Grand Traverse 
Regional Land Conservancy and the Little Traverse 
Conservancy are looking even further into the future 
of the preserve on the Antrim-Charlevoix County 
border. An opportunity to purchase an adjoining 
parcel is very close to becoming reality. 

According to Jo Anne Beemon, co-chair of the 
committee, this new dream began with the Torch 
Area Artisan Guild. A group of Aldenand Torch Lake 
area artists and craftspeople, the Guild presented the 
committee with a $1,000 challenge grant. 

“The grant gave us the courage to go forward with 
this new acquisition,” said Beemon. 

Meanwhile, in Charlevoix, a group of fifth-graders 
were preparing to stage the Shakespeare play, A 
Midsummer Night’ s Dream.

Catches have been best on small min- 
nows tipped on small jigs or on crappie 
rigs. 

For those of you who would like to 
get at some big walleye action, my 
suggestion is to try either Thunder Bay 
off Alpena or Saginaw Bay. Both of 
these Lake Huron bays have been pro- 
ducing some good walieye in the 9-12 
pound range. For the serious walleye 
angler Saginaw Bay has become Mecca. 
The action last year was unbelievable 
and this season has been very good too.

At age eight I was sure I could fly

' A survey of Michigan homes. con- 


ducted in 1987. and 1988 found that, 
statewide, approximately 12 percent of 
the homes had radon: screening levels: 
above the EPA action guideline of 4_ 
picoCuries per liter (pCi/1). However, 
on an-individual basis, several Michi- 


ae eo eta arae ine Reina aera ee pcos tase er nite ot. 


elevated radon levels, with some North- 
west counties having as many as 25 
percent of the homes with screening 
levels above 4 pCi/1. 

Fortunately, testing forradonis simple 
and inexpensive, and homes with el- 
evated levels can be fixed.

mer and fall/winter activities. 

Faculak spoke of the good relationship the East 
Jordan Chamber has with their counterparts in 
Charlevoix and Boyne City. They hope to begin more 
cooperative promotions between the three communi- 
ties, believing it would benefit all to keep visitors on 
the shores of Lake Charlevoix. 

In many ways, the East Jordan Chamber of Com- 
merce has expanded beyond sponsoring festivals and 
telling visitors what to do and see. The group is 
developing liasons with industrial and social organi- 
zations in the area.

The elementary is sharing offices with Char-Em 
ISD personnel, hearing-impaired students have anold 
book storage room for a classroom and the elementary 
stage is now a Chapter I classroom. 

“The problem isn’t going to go away,” warned 
Hansen.

East Jordan’s school population increased by only 
one student between 1981 and 1987, bringing enroll- 
ment to 1,015.

East Jordan District is schooling a growing percent- 
age of the population base in Charlevoix County. 
Figures show that for the past five years, the district 
has enrolled an average of 31.54 percent of the five- 
year-olds born in the county, up from the 27.24 
percent average of the previous five years. 

There are eight school districts within Charlevoix 
County, making East Jordan’s share somewhat lop- 
sided. 

The MSU research suggests that many aspects 
contribute to the trend. A large industrial base, 28 


- miles of Lake Charlevoix shoreline, along with other 


scenic surroundings, a family based community and 
quality schools are all attracting people to the district. 

“There isn’t any way we can look at the data and 
think the enrollment will get smaller,” Hansen said. 
“We have two school years to prepare for 1300 kids 
(as projected by MSU).” 

“We take for granted the number of adaptations 
being made that aren’t really fair to the staff or the 
students,” said Mary Jason, president of the board. 
“People do their jobs really well and don’t grumble, 
but these figures bring the problem into focus.” 

The board agreed that the district must begin to 
work with the community to re-address the facility 
needs created by the increasing enrollments.
